To day the Army 
march’'d and encamp’d at Urlafe on the Holchen, 
between Wilfter and Oberkirch, The laft Letters 
from the Camp of the Marfhal de Villars advife, that 
both Armies continue ftill in the fame Pofts ; That 
of his Majefty has Plenty of all forts of Provifions ; 
but the Deferters agree that Prince Lewis of Baden’s 
is ‘in want both of Money and Bread, having no 
other Provifions than what the Villages are compell’d 
to furnith according to a Tax impos’d on them, and 
which they are oblig'd to carry to the Camp ar their 


own Charge, and fometimes from a confiderable di- 


ftance: Of this the States of Swabia have made 
great Complaints to the Prince of Baden, who has 
werd them,that having no Magazines nor 
he was neceflitated to take that Courfe. On the 18t 
a Lieutenant ‘with 30 Dragoons of the Regiment of 
Liftenay, fapported by 80 Horfe, was feng out by 
the Marthal de Villars, and by favour of a Mift fur- 
priz’'d one of the Gates of the Town of Eichfted, 
the Refidence of the Bifhop of that Name who isa 
Prince of the Empire. ‘The Lieutenant without lofs 
of time poffe(s’d himfclf of the Caftle, feiz’d the 
Bihhop himfelf, conftrain’d the Garrifon confifting of 
200 Men to lay down their Arms, and carried off 


the Bifhop with a great Booty to Donawerth. The 
Marlhal de Villars has fince fer this Prelate at Li-’ 


y, On condition that he furnifh a confiderable 
quantity of Corn for the Subfiftance of the Ariny, 
From the Bruffels Gazette of Auguft 17. which came 
by the Neutral Countries. i 
From the Army of the Duke of Burgundy encamp'd 
Urlaff, Auguft’8.. We in ail hkelihood con- 
tinue here till we have confum’d all the Forrage 
hereabouts, to the end the Enemy may not get it in 
while we are taken np in fome Siege. The De- 
ferters confirm, that General Thungen has detach’d 
7 Battallions and 8 Squadrons to joyn the Prince of 
Baden. Befides which Detachment the Enemies have 
inthe Lower Alface and the Brifgaw 30 Battalions 
and 22 Squadrons.

General Herbeville with Troops drawn together in. 
sohemia, has made an Inroad into the Upper Pala- 


tinate. The Pruilian Froops, 6000 frong, are 


nv'd in the Army of the Margrave of Bareith at Balr- 
merhoven. The Prince of Baden has advis'd the 


City of Ausburg to keep firm to the Common In- 
tereft, and by no means to pay the 400000 Rix- 
dollars Contribution demanded of them by the 
French and Bavarians. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Auguft 25. 
From the Imperial Camp at Haunfheim, Auguft 16. 
The Regiments of Dragoons of Tichenbach and Bi- 
brach are march’d to joyn the Body of Troops com- 
manded by the Count de la Tour, which lies now 
at Ridlingen ; and the Dutch Battalions which are 
arrivd from Stalhoffen will likewife reinforce the 
Count de la Tour, who will then pafs the Danube. 
Some fay the Prince of Baden will put himfelf ar 


the Head of that Body, and leave the greateft part of - 


his Army here. 
From the Danube, Auguft 16. A Party of Imperial 


‘Huffars peed over the Danube lately, and march’d 


towards Ingolftad, near, which they fell upon 300 
Bayarian Soldiers and others in Arms, and put them 
all to the Sword. The Body of Forces commanded 
by the Count de la Tour is pofted at Ridlingen, and 
is reinforc’d to 10000 Men. There is a Report thar. 
the Army of the Marhhal de Villars is reinforc’d by 
fome Bavarian Troops. Ausburg ftands upon its 
defence, refufing to comply withthe Demands of 
the Enemy ; the Magiftrates of that City have made 
Count Euftace Fugger Governour of it. .On the 
14th Major Heyden was tried by a Court Martial » 
before the Elector of Bavaria for yielding up Ehren- 
berg in Tyrol, but was acquitted: The Marthal de 
Villars has caus’d a great quantity of Forrage to be 
brought into his Camp from Donawert. 

Nuremburg, Auguft 17. We cannot comprehend 
for what reafon the Imperial Army which is now. 
above 50000 ftrong, enterprizes nothing ; the rather, 
feeing thar of the Enemy under the Marfhal de 
Villars is, feveral Detachments being made from it, 
but 15000 ftrong. * There is a great Scarcity of Pro- 
vifions in Ulm.

by the Marthal de Villars to march againft him ; 


whereupon he orderd the Horfe to rake the Foot up 
behind them, march’d all Nigttt, and, being joyn’d

gift at 9 in the Morning arriv’d in fight of ‘the 
Enemy near Munderkingen ; he hoped by fo hafty 
a March to have. furpriz’d them, buc the Count de 
la Tour being advertis’d of his Approach.by iome 
‘Huffars, had drawn up his Troops in order of Bat- 
tle ; Monfieur de Legal ‘was advanc’d fo far that 
‘there was no way for him to get off, fo he began to

- over, and repuls’d him ; whereupon he order’d the 
Infantry to advancé with their Bayonets at the 
‘Mouths of their Pieces, who held the Enemy in Play 
‘and gave time to the Horie ro raliy, who charg’d 
‘the Enemy again but were again repuls’d, 9 Squa- 
‘drons of our Dragoons not being able to ftand before 
their Cuiratfiers. The Marquefs du Heron, tho’ he 
had receiv’d-a Shot through the Body, rallied the 
Troops (the Horfe that is, for the Foot did not fire 
one Shot) and led them co the Charge a third time, 
when they attack’d the Enemy with fo much Vigour, 
that they entirely defeated them and drove them 
over the Danube; whole Squadrons of them ata 
time crowded into the River, in which above 300 
were drown’d, among them Prince Chriftian of 
Hanover, who having receivd 2 Wounds endea- 
vour’d to fave himfelf by fwimming the River, but 


in the middle of the Stream his Horfe was fhor . 


under him and he perifh’d-; The reft efcap’d to 
Munderkingen, and were follow’d fo clofe by our 
Men, that 9 or ro of our Dragoons entred Pell-mell 
With them inro the Town before they could hawl 
up the Draw.bridge. ’I'was in their Flight that the 
greaceft number of them was kill'd, for our Men 
would give no Quarter; 6 or 7 of the Enemies 


Officers were fpar'd by fome of ours. Being re- 


turo’d from the Purfuit Monfieur de Legal gave up 
their Cam> to be pillag’d, and then fet Fire ro it ; 
there was but liccle Baggage in ir, the Count de la 
Tour having fenr it over the Danube_on the ap- 
roach of our Troops. The Enemy loft 1500 Men 
fides Officers, and we took t1 Standards. We can- 
not yet cell certainly what we loft, bur ‘tis guefs’d 
we had not lets than 400 kill’d or wounded ; among 
them 40 Officers, of which number the Marquefs du 
Heron was wounded ; Monficur de Peroufe a Licu- 
renant Collonel kill’d; Monfieur de Serre another 
Lieutenant Collonel kill’d ; Monfieur Broffard ano- 
ther Lieutenant Collonel ‘mortally wounded ; and 
Collonel d’Aubuffon wounded in the Body witha 
Pritel-thor.
